mission” planes to search 
“for another Swedish air- 
craft reported lost in the 
Baltle a week ago. The 
Catalinas were unarmed 
and at no time were nearer 
than 16 miles of Soviet 
territory. One of the 
planes was attacked with- 
out warning and shot down 
into the sea, The Russian 
version is that the Catalina 
in question flew over 
Russian territory, refused 
to reply to challenging 
signals, opened fire on 
Soviet jet fighters which 
shot down the plane in 
self-defence, The Russian 
story is a hard one to 
swallow, and cannot, in 
fact, carry any weight. 
Everything points to the 
attuck on the Catalina 
being premeditated and 
deliberate, and the question 
naturally urties, did the 
Swedish DG-3,. miksing 
since Friday lust, meet 
with a similar. fate? If 
investigations eventually 
prove that stich was the 
case, grave repercussions 
can hardly be uvoided.

Hunger 
Strike Wins 
Freedom 


HOF, Germany; Juno.19.... 

A group of West Germans 
held by the Russians: since 
the war ‘said today they]. 
staged a hunger strike to 
force their release by. Com- 
munist officials after arriv- 
ing in East Germany. 

The gtoup—17 men, 16 
women and three chilaren— 
arrived at this interzonal border 
pcint carly this morning, - 

They were the first of the 650 
German war prisoners and 
civilian. internees _..being -f=eed 
by the Sovicts to arrive’ in West 
Germany, Forty other members 
of this group: reached West 
Berlin last weekend and 360 
Others have been released in 
East Germany, 

The group freed here said 
Communist author#ies im East 
Germany tried fo persuade them 
fo remain there. So they 
stopped cating yesterday morn+ 
Ing and were promptly eent to 
tiie border for release, 

The men said they had been 
held in Russia at a camp in 
Kiev. The women were at 
Brest-Lotovsk. 

MANY NATIONALITIES 

In the Kiev camp, prisoners 
of several nationalities, .includ- 
ing Finns, Norwegians, Dutch, 

Hungarians, Rumanlans, Greeks, 
aneave, and Czcchs are being 
held, the Germans sald.
